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Crawford County to Receive 
$29,945.86 In Lieu of Taxes 


Crawford County will receive $29,945.86 from the 
Department of Natural Resources as: its latest 
allotment in lieu of taxes for conservation land, State 
Representative Ralph Ostling (R-Roscommon) today 
reported. : : 

Representative Ostling said that Crawicrd County's 
payment is among $2.8 million in payments made to 82 
of Michigan's 83 counties for staie conservation land 
purchased after 1933. 

These funds, Mr. Ostling paints out, come from an 
earmarked appropriation to the DNR made by the State 
Legislature. 

The DNR’s payments for state lands purchased 
after 1933 are based on the same local millage rates 
covering private property and are distributed to local 
units of government in the same manner The 
payments are about $405,000 more than last year 
because of higher equalized values and increased 
millage rates. 

Representative Ostling said that the latest $2.6 
million in payments are in addition to $1,765,000 in 
similar payments which the DNF released early this 
year to meet its tax-aid requirements for some 3.5 
million acres of state forest tand, state parks and other 
conservation holdings. . 

The earlier payment made in lieu of taxes also comes 
irom a legisiative appropriation which covers tax - 
reverted lands, land given to the state and purchased 
conservation properties acquired before 1933. Pay- 
ments for these holdings were made at the rate of 50 
cents per acre of which 15 cents Goes to the county: 15 
cents goes tor township purposes and 20 cents goes 
for school purposes, Ostling concluded.

STARTING A CAMPFIRE. Always have + 

your safety tools ready before you light your 
campfire. Simple firefighting equip- 
ment includes a shovel, an ax, a big 
bucket of water, or’a car-size fire 
extinquisher. After you've sur- 
rounded your campfire with rocks 
to hold in the flames, you're ready 
to add the fuel. Sask use dry 
wood and cut it into short sticks. 

But never cut into a living ‘tree. 


PUTTING THE CAMPFIRE 
OUT. Always make sure your 
fire is dead out before you leave. 
Drown the campfire with lots of water, mix 
the ashes with plenty of dirt and then 
drown and stir again. And always «1 
check to make sure the rocks 
around your campfire are cool 
and not hiding hot embers. 
P And finally, if some of the wood 
~ in your fire isn’t completely burned, 
4 be sure to scrape it down, wet it down 
and bury it in plenty of dirt. 

Please. Follow these simple rules the 
next time you build a campfire. You'll be 
sure to have a safe trip. And a forest to 
visit again next year. 


Everyone loves to sit around a warm 
campfire. But campfires can be dangerous 
if not properly built. So before you build 


simple facts to remember. 


ARE CAMPFIRES ALLOWED? 
Tliere are some places in the 

United States where campfires 

cannot be built. And there are 

other spots where campfires are 
allowed only certain months of the 

year. So be sure to ask about local 
campfire laws when planning your trip. 


SELECTING A SITE. Try to select an area 
with lots of shade. And make sure it’s away 
from all bushes, neédles, leaves and over- 
hanging branches. So that sparks from 
your campfire have less chance of starting 
a forest fire. 


PREPARING YOUR CAMPFIRE. The 

forest mi soe with i flammable 
materials — things like bark, dry 
leaves and roots. So always clear be 
a 10-foot area around your camp- 
fire. Then dig a hole the size of 
your campfire in the middle of 
the cleared area. And be sure 
you dig down until you reach 
thick, natural soil. This will prevent the fire

VIETNAM VETERANS 
BONUS PROPOSAL 

‘The question of some iype 
of renumeration for veterans of 
the Vietnam conflict may once 
again be presented to Michigan 
voters this fal]. The Senate 
adopted and sent to the House a 
bill to put the question of a 
service bonus on the ballot. The 
House proposed a substitute to 
the Senate bill and adopted it 
last week. Assuming that there 
will be an acceptable compro- 
mise worked out between the 
two versions, it seems likely 
that you will once again vote on 
this question. 

Both proposals call for the 
state to issue general obligation 
bonds to provide funds for the 
honuses if the proposal were 
adopted by the voters. The 
basie difference is that the 
House version is slightly more 
generous than that adopted by 
the Senate. The Senate version 
cails for $185 million in general 
obligation bonds; the House for 
$204 million in general obliga- 
tion bonds. 

If you recall, in the last 
election you were asked to vote 
ona proposal which would have 
provided educational benefits 
to Vietnam veterans. That 
proposal was defeated, primar- 
ily, many feel, because it was 
not completely understood by 
voters. The state has, in the 
past, granted bonuses to Michi- 
gan veterans of other conflicts, 
and it appears that most 
legislators feel that the same 
recognition should be yiven to 
Vietnam veterans. The ques- 
tion seems to be one of how 
ch. It will, of course, be up 
to ihe voters whether or not 


“the proposal is implemented at 


all if it does appear on the 
ballot. 
FEDERAL LAND TAX BILL 


PASSES HOUSE 
Several counties in both 
upper and lower Michigan 


where large public land owner- 
ship exists have been suffering 
financial hardships because 
they must bear ihe burden of 
making up taxes for portions of 
their lands which cannot be 
taxed. The Michigan House of 
Representatives last week 
passed a bill that would assis: 
these local units of government 
by placing all land belonging to 
the United States government |, 
on the tax roils. ‘ : 

In 1970 the federal govera+ 
ment did pay an amount in lieu 
of taxes which totaled 
$184,482.81. While based on 
then current assessment rates 
for local taxes, local units of 
government would have shred 
in more than $8 million had the 
federal lands been on the ad 
valorem tax rolls. Even if the 
federal government paid 50 
cenis an acre, the payment in 
th. upper peninsula would be 
$930,000 and $452,532 in the 
lower peninsula, 

“One of the most important 
bills of this session received 
final House approval,” was the 
comment of State Representa- 
tive Ralph Ostling on the 
passage of HB 4244. Introduced 
hy State Representative Dale 
Warner (R-Eaton Rapids) the 
bill will provide tax relief for 
farmers who enter into a 
development rights agreement 
with the local unit of govern- 
ment at the approval of ihe 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources. 

“Obviously. this is not a 
panacea to the financial prob- 
lems which are facing Michigan 
farmers,” Representative Ostl- 
ing concluded, “and anyone 
considering this program should 
look carefully at the provisions. 
But it does provide our farmers 
with an option and a means of 
resisting the ever-increasing 
pressure to develop their land 
rather than continue farming.” 

The bill as it passed the 
House is a compromise form 
between earlier versiuns «hich 
passed the House and Senate. 
[t incorporates some 45 House 
amendments te the Senate 
Substitute to the original bill, 
which most’ House members 
felt provided penalties far too 
stringent, 

The program, when signed 
into Jaw by the Governor, will 
allow a Michigan land holder to 
enter into an agreement which 
will restriet develer.nent of 
that land for a minimum of ten 
yeurs without the mulaul con- 
sent to develop by the local unit 
of government and that farm 
land owner. Upon the approval 
of such a “development rights 
agreement” by the DNR, the 
farmland owner will receive a 
eredit against his stite income 
tax for all of his farm property 
tax whieh exceeds seven per- 
cent of his household income. 

The bill provides specific 
penalties for withdrawal from 
the program during the initial 
agreement, or at the termina. 
han of the aercement, with or 
without the approvAl of the 
DAR. 


“I don’t expect that this 
program will be considered 
right by each and every farmer 
in this state, but, especially for 
those located in close proximity 
to urban areas, it will provide 
relief from the ever increasing 
tax burden as their farm land 
increases in value because of its 
potential for development,” 
Representative Ostling conclu- 
ded.

Further consolidation of 
Michigan's draft boards in June 
will result in the closing of 
offices at Traverse City, Mt. 
Pleasant, Alpena, Sault Ste. 
Marie, Escanaba and Houghton, 
it has been announced by 
Arthur A. Hotmes. State Dir- 
ector of Selective Service. 

Only 14 area administrative 
offices will remain of the 
origina! 97 before the draft was 
placed on a “siandby” basis. 
Area offices will continue at 


Detroit. Allen Park, Livonia, 
Roseville. Pontiac, Flint, Ann 
Arbor. Lansina. Kalamazoo. 


Grand Rapids. Cadiliac. Sagi- 
naw, Cheboygan and Marquette. 
Earlier this year oflices were 
closed at Benton Harbor, Battle 
Creek, Jackson, Muskegon, 
Royal Oak, Midland and Port 
Huron. The original field staff of 
over 300 will be reduced to 62. 
Congress directed Selective 
Service to maintain registration 
and classification actions after 
inductions were stopped in 
1973. All male citizens and 
resident aliens continue to be 
Subject to registration at age 18. 
Michigan 'ocal boards are pre- 
pared to deliver 20,000 men 
evi’ year for induction pro- 
cessing in case of any national 
emergency declared by Con- 


“gress. 


Almost 1.000 voiunteer regis- 
trars in high schools and other 
public offices throughout the 
state are assiting local boards 
in registering more than 7,000 
18 year olds cach month.

To The Community

Tourism is the business of 
attracting visitors and serving 
them. Like any business or 
industry, it needs the morai 
and finaneia) support of the 
entire community. Although 
certain businesses receive the 
bulk of the tourist dollar - 
motels, hotels, resorts, restau- 
rants, gift shops, retail stores, 
tourist altraclions, gasoline 
stations, and transportation 
companies -' secondary busi- 
nesses 2!so benefit. 

This latter group includes 
vonstruction firms, laundries, 
food and other types of whole- 
salers and suppliers, public 
utilities, entertainment places 
and local services - barbers, 
hairdressers, printers, phuto- 
graphers, even doctors and 
dentists. Thus, every one in the 
community eventually benefits 


financially, either directly or 
indireetly. 
All ievels of government, 


benefit from tourist tax dollars. 
Examples of taxes he pays - 
sales, use, gasoline, cigarette, 
liquor, and entertainment. The 
tourist as a consumer helps pay 
real estate, business, and in- 
come laxes since these are paid 
by the business firms from 
customer revenues. 

According to recent eoti- 
mates, two travelers in Michi- 
gan spend about $33 to $40 per

people of this community, as 
well as those closely involved 
with the institution, to “get to 
know us.” As they "get to know 
us," we hope the public will 
then better understand that we 
need their involvement and 
support in order to meet our 
obligations to the community.” 

For Example: In 1946, it cost 
$9.39 to care for a patient in a 
community hospital. Last vear 
it cost $105.09. 

Of the 2.670.762 personnel 
who were employed in our 
nation’s hospitals 24% were 
members of the nursing pro- 
fession: 425,728 registered nur- 
ses, 215,692 licensed practical 
nurses. 

Qn any given day, 1,200,000 
Americans are patients in hos- 
pitals and 600,000 are treated 
as hospital outpatients, while 
164,000 are emergency room 
patients. 

Hospitals are the largest 
employer in the U.S., with 
approximately 2.67 million per- 
sonnel employed in our nation’s 
7,061 hospitals. In 1946, 830,000 
persons were empioyed in the 
nation's 6,125 hospitals. 

Last year hospital expen- 
ditures totaled $32.7 billion, or 
2.85% of the GNP. 

The number of outpatients 
visits in a community hospital 
in the U.S. has doubled since 
1960. More than one third of 
these visits are to hospital 
ellergency rouins, 

National Hospital Week, 
sponsored by the American 
Hospital Association, was he- 
gun in 1920 when leaders in the 
health field established a Na- 
tional Hospital Day to mark the 
100th anniversary of the birth 
of Florence Nightingale, the 
woman credited with establish- 
ing the modern profession of 
nursing. In 1953, National 
Hospital Day was extended to 
the week-long event now ob- 
served. 

Michigan has the world’s highest 
artificial ski jump at Pine Moun- 
tain Lodge in Jron Mountain, and 
the only ski flying hill in the west- 
ern hemisphere, Copper Peak, in 
Ironwood.

Cystic Fibrosis, presently 
incurable, is inherited when 
both parents carry the re- 
cessive gene.

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William B. Saxbe may be “a 
breath of fresh air in government at 


any level.” 
Or then again, the attorney 
general niay be someone who 


evidently talks off the top of his 


head when he should be listening.” 

The jury is still out on this 
question—which may not be the 
most important issue of the day 
but which niques my curiosity 
anyway. 

Saxbe is the gentleman who 
resigned a seat in the United 
States Senate to be appointed by 
President Nixon as attorney gener- 
al. Saxbe was the third or fourth 
attorney general to be appointed 
within a few months’ time, which 
in itself is a comment on the 
situation. 

Bul at any event, Saxbe had had 
it in the Senate, and was ready to 
call it quits after this term, when 
Mr. Nixon picked him, partly on 
the premise that Saxbe could win 
cenfirmation from his colleagues. 
He did. 

Since then, he has been in the 
news off and on, and has made the 
front pages a couple of times in 
regard to the Patricia Hearst case. 
One time was when Saxbe said he 
thinks that the kidnapped news- 
paper heiress is part of the “group 
of common criminals” who cap- 
tured her. 

Patricia's father, Editor Randolph 
Hearst, responded that Saxbe was 
“irresponsible” and used the quote 
cited above about talking when he 
should be listening. 


But Associate Atty. Gen. J.D. 
Sawyer, who also is a long-time 
confidante of Atty. Gen. Saxbe. 
thinks Saxbe is “a totally capable 
and honest person.” Sawyer used 
the fresh air description cited 
above to describe his friend and 
superior. 

“I don't think he gets his kicks 
out of a flap,” Sawyer is quoted as 
saying about Saxbe. ‘'l think he is 
rather amazed sometimes at the 
weight put on what he’s said.” 

Maybe after serving in the 
senate, Saxbe is just surprised that 
anybody even listens to anything 
he says at all, much less gives it 
any weight. 

Frequently men in public life— 
even as we all do at times—may 
wish that they hadn't said some of 
the things they did say. But not 
Saxbe, according to his buddy 
Sawyer. 

Sawyer said Saxbe might say to 
himself “maybe ! should have 
thought that one over a little 


moré.” but he concludes: “I've 
never seen him hedge on some- 
thing he did say.” 

Words frequently look differ 
in the hard, cold light of the 
nrinted ranart...harder and calder 
than the speaker may have intend- 
ed when they were uttered. 

That is the source of many of the 
charges of misquote, which are 
commonplace in the world of 
politics and will become more 
frequent in an election situation. 

| remember the almost classic 
exampie of claimed misquote, at- 
tributed to the head of one of 
Michigan's famous universities. 
Caught in an awkward situation, 
when the printed report came out 
askance of his desired posture, 
this eminent man said something 
like this: 

“| didn't say it. And if! did say it, 
| didn’t mean it. What | did mean 
was this..." 

And then he went on to “set the 
record straight’ and try to get off 
the hook. 

Sometimes the weight of words 
falls clumsily on human tragedy. 
Such was the case recently when 
four inmates walked away from a 
Marquette state prison farm. 

The original newspaper report 
when the men were first discovered 
missing was fairly mild. Prison 
officials were quoted that in the 
previous year, 19 inmates walked 
away from prison facilities, but 
none escaped permanently. Then 
an anonymous state police dis- 
patcher was quoted by one news- 
paper like this: 

“Usually they hide out in hunting 
camps, but they have no where to 
go and eventually turn up in 
Marquette. fhe townspeople are 
used to it. We look for them, but we 


.don't organize big search parties. 


We have other things to do.” 

Before this mild-sounding quote 
ever reached print, two of the 
escapers had proved to be a bit 
more of a problem. Eventually they 
were captured too. so they did not 
“escape permanently” either. 

But before their capture, these 
two had blazed a path of death and 
violence from Marquette to Wis- 
consin, to Chicago to Detroit and 
finally to Flint, leaving a bloody 
trail of three deaths, kidnapping 
and theft in their wake. 

(ll bet the anonymous police 
dispatcher wishes he had never 
said that state police don’t go out 
of their way to search for Marquette 
escapers because “we have other 
things to do.”

Nixon was sore about being 
forced to make a “major unprece- 
dented exception to the principie 
of confidentiality of the presi- 
dency.” It’s mot easy for a 
President to reveal publicly that 
“expletives” written on the Oval 
Office wall don’t look much better 
than dirty words above the urinal. 

Under the embarrassing circum- 
stances, Nixon could have been 
excused if he'd dumped the 
transcripts into Pat's old hatboxes, 
tied them with clothesline, and 
hired the neighbor's kid 1o deliver 
them to the judiciary committee in 
a wheelbarrow. 


But not our leader. He had those 
(expletive here) transcripts bound 
in leather with the covers suitably 
emobssed in gold, describing the 
contents and giving date, destina- 
tion and return address. Which, by 
the way, explains the President's 
delay in responding to the sub- 
poena. In most print shops, a job 
like that takes 2 months. 

Then came Nixon's classiest 
move. He piled the transcripts next 
to his microphone when he went 

“On TV in the latest episode in the 
continuing series “The Waltons 
Wouldn't Wallow in Watergate.” 

The program was __ brilliantly 
choreographed. Every few minutes 
the camera would switch from 
Nixon's face to the pile of tran- 
scripts. This provided viewers with 
physical evidence of how many 
millions of confidential words they 
can read if they subscribe to the 
New York Times and have the 
summer Off. 

And let's just see that (adjective

deleted) Rich Little and David Frye 
impersonate a pile of books. 

All in all, it was a brilliant show. 
But can Nixon top it in the next 
episode? As Milton Berle could 
attest, the public is fickle and a 
performer is only as good as his 
ljast show. 

A lot of (unintelligible) Con- 
gressmen are still not satisfied. 
They want tapes, not transcripts. 
And they are interested in more 
than Watergate. They keep asking 
about the milk deal, the Ellsberg 
breakin, and a lot of (adjective 
deleted) nonsense like that. 

It is likely the President will be 
forced to allow further breaches in 
the confidentiality of the presi- 
dency. But the American public 
may not accept a rerun of the old 
transcripts-on-the-desk routine. 
They'll want something fresh. And 
that's the problem Nixon will have 
to solve if he wants to maintain his 
TV ratings. 

Maybe a soliloquy by banker 
Bebe Rebozo explaining why he 
didn’t deposit Howard Hughes’ 
$100,000 and earn 7“%4% interest? 
That would be more educational 
than a pile of books. 

There could be a Washington 
Squares game, with Ron Ziegler in 
every square. explaining the milk 
deal is inoperative because the 
president of the dairy co-op forgot 
to leave¥2 pint of whipping cream 
and a quart of chocolate. 

Tricia and Julie could imitate the 
Double Mint twins, dancing a soft 
shoe while Dad explains the 
purpose of breaking into the office 
of Ellsberg’s phychiatrist was to 
get material for a quest spot on the 
Bob Newhart Show. 

Or something like that. The 
important thing is that the (exple- 
tive) camera point somewhere else

Productive and enjoyable graddaliy, flounder and sink under the 
accumulated load of tiny annoyances, hurt ‘feéiings and 
misunderstandings that were never tatked ahout openly. 

The following points increase the probability that openness will 
improve a relationship rather than harming it: 

1. Openness must stem from a desire to improve your 
relationship with the other. Openness is not an end in itself but a 
means to an end. We are not open with people about whom we da 
not care. When attempting to elicit an open sharing of reactions to 
each other, try to convey that this encounter indicated that you 
value your relation with the other and wish to improve it because it 
is important. 

2. Air at creating a shared understanding of your relationship. 
You wish te know how the other perceives and feels about your 
actions. You wish him te know how you perceive and feel about his 
actions. (See “The Interpersonal Gap"). Each of you, thus, will view 
the relationship from more nearly the same viewpoint. 

3. Recognize that openness involves risk-taking. You cannot 
receive a Maximum guarantee with minimum risk. Your willingness 
fo risk your self-esteem, being rejected or hurt by the other, etc., 
denends ugon the importance of the ral ishin to vou. Likawise, 
you cannot ask that the other guarantee ome angry or feel 
hurt by your commenis. Tie imporiant poini is inai you are wiliing 
to risk his being himself—whatever he feels—in the effort to make 
the encounter into 3 learning situation for both of you. 

4. Ahough Wie discussion may become intense, spirited, 
angry or tearful, it should be noncoercive and not an attempt to get 
the other to change. Each should use the information as he sees fit. 
The attitude should not be “Who's wrong and who's right?" but 
“What can each of us learn from this discussion that will make our 


working together more productive and more satisfying?” 


As aresult of the discussion, one, both, or neither of you may 
act differently in the future. Each, however, wil! act with fuller 
awareness of the effeci of his actions on the other as well as with 
more understanding of the other's intentions. Any change, thus, 
will be self-chosen rather than to clacate or submit to the other. 

5. Timing is important. Reactions should be shared as close to 
the behavior that araused them as possible so that the other will 
know exactly what behavior is being discussed. For example, 
behavior during the encounter itself can be commented on. E.g., 
“What you just said is the kind of remark that makes me feel 


§ pushed away.” 


“®. Disturbing situations should be discussed as they occur 
rather than saving up massive accumulations of hurt feelings and 
annoyances and dumping them on top of the other all at one time. 

7. Paraphrase the other's comments about you to make sure 
you understand them as he intends them. Check to make sure the 
other understands you: comments in the way you intend them. 

8. Statements are more helpful if they are... 

Specific rather than general. “You bumped my cup,” rather than 

“You never watch where you're going.” 

Tentative rather than absolute. “You seem unconcerned about 

Jimmy,” rather than “You don’t give a damn about Jimmy and 

never will.” 

Informing rather than ordering. 

than “Stop interrupting me." 

9. Use perception-checking responses to insure that you are 
not making false assumptions about the other's feelings. “'! thought 
you weren't interested in trying to understand my idea. Was | 
wrong?” “Did my last statemént bother you.” 

10. The least helpful kinds of statements are those that sound 
as if they are information about the other person but are really 
expressions of your own feelings coming out as... 

... Judgements about the other. “You never pay any attention." 

...Mame-calling, trait labelling. "You're a phony.” “You're too 

rude.” 

..accusations-imputing undesirable motives to the other. 

“You enjoy putting people down.” "You always have to be in 

the center of attention." 

..commands and orders.

«Sarcasm. “You always look on the bright side of things, 

don't you?” (when the opposite is*meant.)} 

11. The most helpful kinds of information about yourself and 
your reactions are... 

Behavior descriptions: Reporting the specific acts of the other:
